The committee sent to the house 


floor a bill calling for $1,067,274,- 
427 apropriatlon for all agricul- 
ture department activities in the 
year beginning July 1. The total 
was $244,598,376 more than the 
presdent and the budget bureau 
asked and $113,109,148 more than 
'regular appropriations last year. 
' The bill called for $50C,000,OC1 
for soil 
conservation 
payments 
under the administration's farm 
program—$15,000,000 more 
than 
the president's budget called for 
—and' $250,000,000 for farm parity 
benefits which the budget did not 
recommend. Congress 
earmarked 


$212,000,000 In a relief bill last 
year for parity payments.

the bill, noted that the president 
had not requested any parity pay- 
ments, but it said they should be 
made under he "clearly indicat- 
ed policy" of the last congress.

Leafy trees are usually moved 
before spring growth starts or af- 
ter growth ripens in 
the 
fall. 
Evergreens can be moved in the 
spring, starting just, after- the ear- 
liest leafy plants begin to come 


fertilizer and a mulch on top of 
the ground. Then the tree will be 
ready to transplant late next fall 
or the foowlng spring.

Many catalogued by 
dealers are best adapted ti cool

ligion" at the World's Fair—with 
all the definite teachings of re- 
ligion excluded! This vague, amor- 
phous, footless, handless, brain- 
less conception of religion Is In 
itself perhaps the greatest single 
obstacle hindering a real religi- 
ous awakening, such aa is needed 
to underglrd our wobbly world. 


Platitudinous phrases about "re- 


ligion" will get us nowhere, and 
our politicians and publicists and 
editors need to be so 
warned. 


Indefinite "religion" -will change 
no lives and no conditions. The 
new Webster 
Dictionary 
gives 
this thought-provoking definition 
of "religion:" "An awareness or 
conviction of the existence of a 
Supreme Being, 
arousing 
love, 


gratitude, the will to serve and 
obey.". That Is to say, if we are 
to take God into account at all, 
it must be In terms of obedience, 
service and love. Religion is not 
God: 
it Is merely tho 
field 
in 


which wo find Him. 


Peter Hod a Word for It 


If religion has not deflnlteness, 


It has nothing. A vague mood of 
pioslty—a ofar-bgrn sense that we 
should give attention 
to "relig- 


ion"—a few condescending words 
In recognition of the Deity—these 
are all meaningless, unless they 
lead on to an acceptance of God's 
own revelation of Himself, in the 
Bible, In Christ, in. history and 
in human experience.

SUBJECT OF TALK TO 


ROTARIANS TODAY 


The operation and development 


of 
tho 
Diesel engine was ex- 
plained to members of the Corsl-' 
cana Rotary club by Carl Ander- 
son, chief engineer for the Amer- 
ican Well and Prospecting com- 
pany, when the club met Wednes- 
day noon in regular session at the 
Navarro Hotel. 


Rudolph Diesel built the first 
successfully 
operated 
pressure 


combustion engine, athough 
the 
principle of tho engine was known 
for several years before by a 
French Inventor, Mr. Anderson 
said, 
Diesel, himself, was a Ge- 
mnn engineer and as a young 
man attended the Munich Techni- 
cal school where ho waa an out- 
standing scholar. It was at the 
Munich school that Diesel learned 
of the inefficiency of the com- 
mon steam engine and began to 
think of more efficient ways of 
operating 
a power engine, He 
presented plans for an 
efficient 
engine using opal dust to a group 
of prominent Germans who of- 
fered to finance his venture. But 
when he presented his completed 
engine to his backers, the en- 
gine was oil burning rather than 
coal burning. 
Diesel was an able business

NOTE TO GERMANY 


BY UNITED STATES' 
RELEASJDTUESDAY 


SAYS 
GOVERNMENT 
DOES 


NOT RECOGNIZE LEGAL BASIS 


FOR PROTECTORATE 


WASHINGTON, March 21,—W 
_A United States note to Gor 
many, released by the state de 
partment today, said this govern- 
ment "does not recognize that any 
legal basis exists" for Germany's 
protectorate over Bohemia 
and 


Moravia. 
Enclosed with the note was a 
copy of the statement acting Sec- 
rotary of State Welles made last 
Friday containing this country s 
"condemnation" of what were de- 
scribed as 
Germany's 
"acts of 


wanton lawlessness and of arbl- 
tary force." 
The United States note acknowl- 


edged receipt of the German note 
of last Friday informing this gov- 
ernment of the terms of the de- 
cree issued March 16 by the gov- 
ernment of the relch announcing 
the assumption of a protectorate 
over the provinces of Bohemia and 
Moravia. 
The government of the United 
States," the American note said, 
"has observed that the provinces 
referred to are now under the 
de facto administration 
of the 
German authorities. 
The govern 
ment of the United States does 
not recognize that any legal basis 
exists for the status so indicated. 
The note then said the views of 
this 
government 
were 
made 


known last Friday and for the In- 
formation of the German govern- 
ment a copy of Welles' statement 
was enclosed. 


On Diplomatic 
Basis, 
This last paragraph had the ef- 


fect of placing Welles' statement, 
which had been made to the pub- 
lic, on a diplomatic basis. 
The state department released 


the text of the March 17 German 
note which consists almost entire- 
ly of a text of the March 16 de- 
cree.Under article 6 of this decree," 
the German note said, "the Ger- 
man relch takes charge of the for- 
eign affairs of the protectorate, in 
particular, of the protection of Its 
nationals In foreign countries. The 
former diplomatic representatives 
of 
Czecho-Slovakia 
in 
foreign 
countries are no longer qualified 
for official acts." 
The American note of reply did 
not respond specifically to this 
paragraph, but an 
official 
said 


the refusal to recognize any legal 
basis 
for 
Hitler's acts 
toward 


Czecho-Slovakia could be taken to 
include reference to Czeeho-SIo- 
vaklas' diplomatic representation.

No amount of seed will 
a bush lawn on soil that 
plant food, Department of 
culture experts say, and 
yards are filled mostly with base- 
ment excavations of 
clay 
plus 
trash and refuse tossed In by the 
builders. 


The magic word in auch a sit- 
uation is "fertilizer." 
Fertilizer itself 
Is plant 
food 


and furnishes minerals and chem- 
icals which your lawn may lack. 
Repeated doses will work ferti- 
lizer down duep where 
it will 


make roots grow longer and so 
build n stronger turf foundation. 
Spring 
fertilizing 
should 
be 


done eariy to avoid encouraging 
crab grass. If you didn't do It 
last fall the Department of Agri- 
culture recommends application of 
20 to 25 pounds to 1,000 square 
feet this spring. There aro sev- 
eral good mixtures of commer- 
cial fertilizer. One of the best is 
a "6-8-4 formula," as the experts 
call it, which contains lots of 
nitrogen. 


Commercial Fertilizer Good 


Fertilizer is also a "must" be- 


fore you seed a new lawn. Well 
rotted stable manure Is one of 
the best but may contain crab 
grass and other weed seed. Even 
if you use It add a commeclal 
fertilizer. A local seed man can 
tell you what formula best suits 
your soil but it should contain 
nitrogen, phosphate, potash. 


To start a lawn in the spring 


Government experts advise sow- 
ing a mixture of quick-growing 
grasses like Italian rye and red- 
top along with your permanent 
lawn grasses like Kentucky blue. 
That avoids weeks 
of 
barren 


ground. The lawn may be ready 
to mow six weeks after planting. 
The quick growing grasses will 
begin to die out In mid-summer 
and you you'll have your 
best 


lawn grasses left. 


Add seed and fertilizer again 


In the fall./ The grass has a bet- 
ter chance' then when there are 
few weeds.'

Seeding a new 
lawn 
takes 


longer to get results but It's cheap- 
er than sodding. In Washington, 
D. C., for example, it costs about 
J150 to put a good grade of sod 
on a Ipt 75x150 feet. 
You can 


seed and fertilize the same area, 
taking out space for the house 
of course, for about $25. The 
spread In cost Is about typical for 
other parts of the country. 


No matter whether you sod or 


seed, careful watering 
will also 


help beat your 
weed 
problem. 


Water for several hours

stretch early in the growing sea- 
son to send roots deep and Rive 
tho grass a strong start. When

Brinkley said he consulted an ad- 
vertising man who told him the 
goat gland idea waa worth a mil- 
lion dollars. 


He said before he began to ad- 
vertise his operations recommend- 
ing Implatatlon of goat, sheep and 
monkey glands In impotent men 
he' was a member of the American 
Medical Association. 


Subsequently he built a hospit- 
al at Del Rio, Texas, and moved 
from Kansas, 
He now is operat- 
ing two hospitals at Little Rock, 
Ark. 


Describing the goat gland oper- 
ation, he said he formerly took 
the glands of a three-weeks old 
goat and implanted them In men 
but 
since 1933 a commercial 
glandular preparation had 
been 
pjaced on the market and that he 
purchased it now. 


Defense attorneys led the doc- 
tor through a recital of his life 
and asked him at length about 
statements made in his advertise- 
ments and a biography, which he 
said Is now in its fourth edition. 
Yesterday. Dr. A. C. Petermey- 
er, Little Rock associate of Dr. 
Brlnkley, testified the doctor was 
reluctant to appear on the street 
after publication of the article in 
Hygela magazine more than 
a 
year ago. 


Dr. Petermeyer said the article, 


which discussed "quackery" 
and 
"charlatans," 
humiliated 
t>r.

friends and patients. The witness

They contended the plan was 
sponsored by county judges to 
pledge a portion of the state gas- 
oline tax to the payment of prin- 
cipal and Interest on bonds and 
warrants issued by counties and 
road districts V finance the con- 
st mot Ion of purely local roads. 
The association argued the bill 


would Inflate tho present value of 
low grade bonds and Insure "enor- 
mous profits to bond promoters 
and speculators; would open the 
gates to Indiscriminate renewed 
upending of funds by counties that 
have reached the limit of their 


bond debt; would give the state a 
fictitious 
title to thousands of 


miles of local roads having no 
value to tho state as a whole; 
penalize counties that have been 
frugal in expenditures for benefit 
of counties that havo been ex- 
travagant, and divert motor trans- 
portation taxos badly needed for 
state highway construction." 
Lowry Martin of Corsicana was 
re-elected president; Oscar Burton 
of Tyler, first vice president;-Joe 
Leonard of Gainesville, 
second 


vice president; Max Btarcke of 
Austin, third vice president; Franz

The senate penitentiaries com- 
mittee last night favorably re. 
ported a bill by Senator Gordon 
Burns of Huntsvtlla that woulrt 
create enabling legislation, once 
vetoed by former Gov. James V. 
Allred on grounds that domicile 
of the board should not be estab- 
lished at Huntsvllle. 
An amendment to the Burns bill, 
passed by the committee on a 
:< 
to 2 vote, provided for residence 
of ono board member at Hunts- 
villa and two in Austin, as is now 
tho case. 
Sonator Burns pleaded for bet- 
ter pardon and parole laws, stat- 
ing thnt If some of the prisoners 
who had earned a shortening of 
sentences could be released with- 
in prescribed periods, the 
state 
could save some $000,000 annually. 


To Cut Insurance Rates. 
AUSTIN, March 
21.—<;P>-An- 
nounclng a public hearing on the 
subject April 17, Fire Insurance 
Commissioner Marvin Hall today 
asserted Texas rates soon might 
be slashed tho second time within 
a year. 


"Although the loss ratio figures 
and experience records are as yet 
Incomplete," Hall said, "the pres- 
ent trend is very encouraging and 
probably will mean further reduc- 
tion in fire Insurance rates. Our 
fire prevention program is show- 
ing results and bringing us nearer 
the goal of lower Insurance cost 
to the, citizens of Texas.* 


Eleemosynary BUI.

AUSTIN, March 
21.—W>—The 
senate finance committee reported 
today the eleemosynary appropria- 
tion bill totalling $564,780 more 
than current appropriations. 
It called for appropriations of 
$14,882,555 for the next biennlum, 
compared with $13,117,776 for the 
present one. 


Chairman Morris Roberts of 
Pettus said the amount of the bill 
was greater because of provisions 
for maintenance and operation of 
some new institutions, Including 
$721,286 for the Big Spring hospit- 
al for the insane. 


Maintains Truck Load Stand 
AUSTIN, March 21.—(/P)—The 
house 'today reaffirmed its stand 
against an increase in the truck 
load limit. 
By a vote of 77 to 07, it refused 
to print on minority committee re- 
port a bill to raise the load limit 
substantially 
above its present 
7,000 pounds, That meant the death 
of the proposal.

Senate Engrossed Bill

heavy margin, the senate today 
engrossed 
the 
bill by Senator 


Doss Harding of Waco liberaliz- 
ing pension administration. The 
vote was 20 to 8.

ity.The engrossment did not mean 
necessarily that the senate would 
finally pass the bill.- It some-

Seldom has the world bad a lar- 
ger supply of wheat, the principal 
nternatlonal food commodity, and 
elaborate distributing machinery 
is ready to direct its flow into 
army cantonments, barring block- 
ades that 
thwart 
international 
trade in time of war. 


From half a dozen Important 
;raln producing regions In both 
hemispheres, wheat Is available 
to European Importing nations at 
virtually 
the 
lowest prices in 
years. 


Availability of surplus wheat^- 
an Important factor in mapping 
military strategy in the war coun- 
cils of Europe—explains in part 
the strange, lackadaisical behav- 
ior of the world's wheat markets 
n the face of recurring war 
scares, grain traders said today. 


Under 
normal 
circumstances, 
;he threat of war would be ex- 
icotod to Increase the demand for 
vheat. 
Recent European crisis, 
however, have foiled to upset the 
Kraln markets. Europe continues 
J?, buy on a hand-to-mouth basis. 
Wheat reserves of sizable propor- 
tions are known to exist in many 
countries. 


Traders said the war scare fuse 
has fizzled out so many times re- 
cently It apparently will take ao- 


tual cannon fire between the big 
powers to give the grain trade a 
genuine war market. They recall- 
ed that start of World war hostil- 
ities was not immediately follow- 
ed by a large demand for wheat 
When was was declared In early 
August, 1014, wheat here sold be- 
tween 88 1-2 and 88 cents. 
The 
day after the first declaration of 
war the prioe dropped as low as 
88 cents and It was not until a 
week later that the, market- rose 
above $1 a bushel, 
The 1938-80 world' wheat orop 
was estimated 
at 4,835,000,000 
bushels, an increase of 800,000,000 
over the•• previous season. 
World carryovers next July is 
expected to be around 1,280,000,- 
000 bushels, or 656,000,000 larger 
than a year ago. Acreage seeded; 
last fall for winter wheat harvest 
this year was only slightly less, 
than that planted the 
previous 
season.
